post office department at Washington. 
While he has had charge of the office 
here, many improvements 
have 
been 
made through his recommendation, for 
the betterm ent of 
tJte service. 
During 
the last eight y ears the business of the 
office has increased 
nearly thirty -five 
per cent., the total receipts now a m ount­ 
ing to over fifteen 
thousand dollars 
annually . 
While he was postmaster every one 
of the eight rural routes from this city 
were established, the m ajority of which 
were ordered by the departm ent as a 
result, of the personal efforts and labor 
of Mr. Ma ters. 
The farmers greatly 
appreciate the interest In* has tak en in 
the establishment and maintenance of 
theseroutes whereby they are afforded 
daily mail service, almost equal to that 
of the city .

dences in the town, but on all these the

Besides a phosphorescent glow in the 
atmosphere, such as accompanied the 
passage of the earth through the tail 
of the content of 18 6 1, “ d r y ” fogs may 
reasonably 
be 
expected

spring. 
These peculiar fogs, which have not the 
qualities of ordinary fogs in tha t they 
are not wetting, were observed in 17 8 3, 
when, astronomers believe, tthe earth 
was plunged into thhe t a i 1 of a comet 
abandoned in space. 
No head was vis­ 
ible. 
Such 
disintegrated 
comets 
are 
believed to be responsible for metorie 
showers, when their solid substance is 
strewn along a tail tha t cuts the orbit 
ot the earth. 
While these fogs of 17 8 3 enveloped 
the earth the air was of a dull, dirty 
blue. 
Distant objects were blue, sur­ 
rounded by a mist, and became invis­ 
ible at the distance of two or thr e 
miles. 
The sun vva 
red without bril­ 
liancy , rising and setting in a mist, and 
could be look ed a t steadfastly at noon, 
The fog had phosphoric qualities, diffus­ 
ing, even at midnight, a light compared 
to aha t of the moon at full, and which 
sufficed to mak e objects 200 y ards away 
distinctly visible. 
The fogs persisted 
for more than a month. 
.Similar fogs 
were observed in 1S22, 18 31 and 18 34.

had been submitted to President Taft 
The convention indorsed the nation 
a1 administration and also the candi­ 
dacy of Senator Beveridge for re-elec­ 
tion. and indorsed the general prin­ 
ciple of protection. 
The resolution on 
the Pavne-Aldrieh tariff bill was as 
follows: 
“We commend the Payne tariff law 
enacted by the present congress, as a 
substantial step in fulfillment of the 
pledge of the party to revise tho tariff 
and while there may be inequalities in 
some of the schedules in that law. 
they are largely due to a wrant of trust­ 
w o rth y information respecting the cost 
of production in this country as com­ 
pared with Ute cost of production in 
foreign countries. 
We approve tin 
course of President Taft in authoriz­ 
ing the commission of tariff experts 
selected by him under the maximum 
and minimum provisions of the Payne 
law*, to thoroughly inquire into gen­ 
eral industrial conditions and cost of 
production in foreign countries, and 
wherever it is made to appear that 
material inequalities exist in that law’. 
or any schedule thereof they should be 
remedied by proper legislation.’ 
The convention went on record fa­ 
voring an income tax as follows: “We 
favor the ratification by the legisla­ 
tures of the several states of the pro­ 
posed amendment to the federal con­ 
stitution now pending conferring upon 
congress power to levy an equitable 
tax upon incomes without regard to I 
the distribution of population among 
the sta es.” 
Some of tlie delegates objected to 
the tariff plank, saying it was too 
broad, but after a two hours’ session 
It was reported and adopted. 
The fact that Congressman Crum­ 
packer voted for the Payne-Aidrich bill 
on final passage, while Senator Bever­ 
idge voted against it, gave special in­ 
terest to the session of the resolutions 
committee.

money was to be paid after the vote 
was recorded.

More letters of Buckley were read 
showing his activity during the ses­ 
sion of 1905, and from that time on 
through the session last year. Through 
the testimony of George D. Eldridge 
it was brought out that Buckley, while 
third deputy superintendent of insur­ 
ance, had helped the Mutual Reserve 
get through a bill In 1901 that had 
been beaten the year before, and had 
charged that company $5,000, which it 
refused to pay. 
In 1905 Buckley had 
a bill of George P. Sheldon’s “ acceler­ 
ated” toward the governor and ap­ 
proved.
